EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

3. Claims 4-5 and 7-14 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: The prior art, considered individually and in 
combination, fail to teach an installation for producing a nonwoven fabric where a first 
conveyor means is arranged to deliver the mat to a first transfer means for causing the 
mate of filaments to pass onto a first movable conveying element for supporting the mat 
during consolidation characterized in that the transfer means for causing the mat of 
filaments to pass onto the first movable conveying element comprise a second movable 
conveying element having a device for the application of a vacuum which maintains the 
mat on an outer surface of the second movable conveying element and the first 
conveyor is more air permeable than the first movable conveying element and the 
consolidation means include fluid impingement of the mat with the lesser air 
permeability of the first moveable conveying element more fully supporting the mat as 
compared with the first conveyor.
